a transm i ssion broadcast of said med i a cont e nt television show that satisfies said first 
request; 

said digital video recorder d e v i c e receiving a programming instruction from said 
server computer to record said m e d i a cont e nt television show when transm i tt e d 
broadcast by a m e d i a television content provider , after said server computer locating 
said digital video recorder : 

said digital video recorder d e v i c e recording said m e d i a cont e nt television show 
during transm i ss i on broadcast of said m e d i a cont e nt television show by said m e dia 
television content provider , after said digital video recorder receiving said programming 
instruction : and 

said first receiver device receiving said m e dia cont e nt television show recorded 
by said digital video recorder d e v i c e. 
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2. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wh e r e in said media 
cont e nt compr i sos te le v i sion content further comprising said digital video recorder 
adding said programming instruction to its programmable task list . 

3. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wh e r ei n sa i d m e d i a 
content compr i s e s audio content further comprising said first receiver device receiving 
an electronic programming guide (EPG) from said server computer . 

4. (currently amended) The method as described in Cla i m 1 wh e r e in said modia 
content compr i s e s v i d e o cont e nt Claim 3 wherein said electronic programming guide 
comprises worldwide television programming . 

5. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said m e d i a 
content compris e s graph i cs content programming instruction comprises an Internet 
Protocol (IP) address of said first receiver device . 

6. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wh e r e in said modia 
content comprisos i nformation cont e nt further comprising said first receiver device 
transmitting a television show search topic to said server computer . 
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7. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said first 
receiver device, server computer, and digital video recorder d e v i c e are coupled via the 
Internet. 

8. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said 
transmiss i on of said m e d i a cont e nt compr i s e s a broadcast of sa i d m e dia content first 
receiver device comprises a television Internet box . 

9. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said 
transmiss i on of sa i d m e dia cont e nt compr i s e s a un i cast of said m e d i a cont e nt first 
receiver device comprises a computer . 

10. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said 
r e cord e r d e vic e compr i s e s a p e rsona li z e d vid e o r e cord e r (PVR) first receiver device 
comprises a set-top-box . 

1 1 . (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein said first 
receiver device comprises a p e rsona l iz e d v i d e o record e r (PVR) second digital video 
recorder . 

12. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 further comprising 
the stop of : 
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said digital video recorder d e v i c e transmitting said m e dia content television show 
recorded by it to said first receiver device. 

13. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 further comprising 
the stop of : 

said server computer receiving said m e d i a cont e nt television show recorded by 
said digital video recorder d e v i c e and transmitting it to said first receiver device. 

14. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 1 further comprising 
th e st e p of : 

a cache server computer receiving and storing said m e dia cont e nt television 
show recorded by said digital video recorder d e v i c e and storing it ; and 

said cache server transmitting a first copy of said med i a contont television show 
recorded by said digital video recorder d e vic e to said first receiver device. 

15. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 14 further 
comprising th e st e p of : 

in response to said server computer receiving a second request from a second 
receiver device for said media content television show , said cache server transmitting a 
second copy of said modia contont television show recorded by said digital video 
recorder d e v i c e to said second receiver device. 
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16. (currently amended) A computer readable medium having computer 
readable code embodied therein for causing a system to perform th e stops of : 

a server computer receiving a first request from a first receiver device for a m e dia 
oentefrt television show : 

said server computer locating a r e cord e r d e v i c e set-top-box capable of receiving 
a transm i ssion broadcast of said m e dia cont e nt television show that satisfies said first 
request; 

said r e cord e r d e vic e set-top-box receiving a programming instruction from said 
server computer to record said m e d i a cont e nt television show when transmiss i on 
broadcast by a m e d i a television content provider , after said server computer locating 
said set-top-box : 

said r e cord e r d e vic e set-top-box recording said m e d i a cont e nt television show 
during transm i ss i on broadcast of said m e d i a cont e nt television show by said m e dia 
television content provider , after said set-top-box receiving said programming 
instruction : and 

said first receiver device receiving said m e d i a cont e nt television show recorded 
by said r e cord e r d e v i c e set-top-box . 

17. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as descr i bed i n of 
Claim 1 6 wh e r e in sa i d m e dia cont e nt compr i s e s t ele vis i on cont e nt further comprising 
said set-top-box adding said programming instruction to its programmable task list . 
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18. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scrib e d i n of 
Claim 1 6 wh e r ei n said m e d i a cont e nt compris e s audio cont e nt further comprising said 
first receiver device receiving an electronic programming guide (EPG) from said server 
computer . 

19. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scrib e d in Claim 
16 wh e r ei n sa i d m e dia content compris e s graph i cs contont of Claim 18 wherein said 
electronic programming guide comprises worldwide television programming . 

20. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scrib e d in of 
Claim 1 6 wherein said m e d i a cont e nt compr i s e s vid e o cont e nt programming instruction 
comprises an Internet Protocol (\P) address of said first receiver device . 

21 . (currently amended) The computer readable medium as doscr i bod i n of 
Claim 1 6 wh e r ei n sa i d m e dia contont compr i s e s i nformat i on cont e nt further comprising 
said first receiver device transmitting a television show search topic to said server 
computer . 

22. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scrib e d in of 
Claim 16 wherein said first receiver device, server computer, and recorder dev i co set- 
top-box are coupled via the Internet. 
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23. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as descr i b e d in of 
Claim 16 wherein said transmission of sa i d m e dia cont e nt compr i s e s a broadcast of 
said m e d i a cont e nt first receiver device comprises a television Internet box . 

24. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scr i b e d in of 
Claim 16 wherein said transm i ssion of sa i d m e d i a cont e nt comprises a unicast of sa i d 
m e dia contont first receiver device comprises a computer . 

25. (currently amended) The computer readable medium as d e scr i b e d i n of 
Claim 1 6 wherein said r e cord e r first receiver device comprises a p e rsona li z e d vid e o 
r e corder (PVR) second set-top-box .

a cache server computer receiving and storing said media content television 
show recorded by said r e cord e r d e v i c e set-top-box and stor i ng i t ; and 

said cache server transmitting a first copy of said med i a content television show 
recorded by said r e cord e r d e v i c e set-top-box to said first receiver device.

in response to said server computer receiving a second request from a second 
receiver device for said m e dia cont e nt television show , said cache server transmitting a 
second copy of said m e dia cont e nt television show recorded by said r e cord e r d e v i co 
set-top-box to said second receiver device. 

31 . (currently amended) A method for e nabling a r e c ei v e r d e v i c e to r e c ei v e 
m e d i a cont e nt from a p e rsona l iz e d v i d e o r e cord e r d e v i c e , sa i d m e thod comprising the 
st e ps of : 
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a server computer receiving a request from a receiver device for a m e dia cont o nt 
television show : 

said server computer locating a p e rsona l iz e d v i d e o r e cord e r d e v i c e television 
Internet box capable of receiving a transmission broadcast of said m e d i a contont 
television show that satisfies said request; 

said p e rsonal i zed v i d e o recorder d e vice television Internet box receiving a 
programming instruction from said server computer to record said m e d i a cont e nt 
television show when transmiss i on broadcast by a m e dia television content provide^ 
after said server computer locating said television Internet box : 

said p e rsona li z e d vid e o r e cord e r d e vic e television Internet box recording said 
m e dia cont e nt television show during transm i ssion broadcast of said m e dia cont e nt 
television show by said m e dia television content provider , after said television Internet 
box receiving said programming instruction : and 

said receiver device receiving said m e d i a cont e nt television show recorded by 
said p e rsona l iz e d v i d e o r e cord e r d e v i c e television Internet box , wherein said receiver 
device, server computer, and p e rsona li z e d v i d e o r e cord e r d e v i c e television Internet box 
are coupled via the Internet.

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33. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 whoroin sa i d 
media cont e nt compr i ses audio cont e nt further comprising said receiver device 
receiving an electronic programming guide (EPG) from said server computer . 

34. (currently amended) The method as described in C l a i m 31 wh e r ei n said 
m e d i a cont e nt compr i sos v i doo cont e nt Claim 33 wherein said electronic programming 
guide comprises worldwide television programming . 

35. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 wherein said 
transmission of sa i d m e dia cont e nt compris e s a broadcast of said med i a content 
programming instruction comprises an Internet Protocol (IP) address of said receiver 
device . 

36. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 wherein said 
transm i ssion of sa i d m e d i a cont e nt compr i ses a un i cast of sa i d m e dia cont e nt receiver 
device comprises a digital video recorder . 

37. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 wh e r ei n sa i d 
r e ce i v e r dov i co compr i s e s a p e rsona li z e d v i d e o r e corder (PVR) further comprising: 

a cache server computer receiving and storing said television show recorded by 
said television Internet box: and 
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said cache server transmitting a first copy of said television show recorded by 
said television Internet box to said receiver device . 

38. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 further 
comprising tho stop of : 

said r e cord e r device television Internet box transmitting said media content 
recorded by it to said receiver device. 

39. (currently amended) The method as described in Claim 31 further 
comprising th e st e p of : 

said server computer receiving said media content recorded by said r e corder 
d e v i c e television Internet box and transmitting it to said receiver device. 
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
